they ‘Will also sot up four stand pipes for 
sprinkling the streets at such places as the 
corporation may indicate and will farnish | 
water for the same for watering the streets, 
all of which things in this clause above 
mentioned, eball be putin, done and pro- 
vided*witbout extra charge, the corporation 
making due provision for the rafety and 
proper use of the plant necessarily used 11 
giving such supply as aforesaid, and to be 
responsible forany improper wasteof water.” 
To that there can be no claim or debt due 
from the town to the company for water | 
supplied for the purposes named iu the ac- | 
count. | 

We also draw the attention of the coun- | 
cil to the fact that on the Ninth of Novem. | 
ber, A. D. 1892, a contract was entered in- | 
to between the Napanee Water Works! 
Company and the Town of Napanee, un- 
der which the Napanee Water Works Com- 
pany agreed to pay to the Town of Napanee | 
one-third of all the rentals actually received | 
by the said Company for the use of water | 
in water-closets hereafter connected with | 
the line of sewers hereafter constructed or. 
any extensions hereafter made, to the ex-| 
tent of seven per cent yearly on one-third | 
of the actual cost of such main sewer and 
extensions for the distance along which tlie 
Company's water maing are laid or any ex. | 
tensions of such water mains hereafter | 
made upon which hydrant rental is allowed | 
by the town, said payments to be made as, 
soon as the Company receives the rental for | | 
closets along said line of sewers aud to com- 
mence from the time of the completion of | 
the same and the receipt by the Company | 
of a verified statement of the cost of each as_ 
héreinafter provided.” 

Under this contract, the town has a claim | 
extending over sixteen years against the | 
Napanee Water \WWorks Company for ren- | 

tals, which have never been paid. 

Your Committee therefore recommend | 
that the eaid account of the Napanee | 
Water Works Company be not paid. | 
Report adopted.

TAKING STOCK. 


Canada Should Find Out the Ex- 
tent of Her Resources. 


More knowledge is urgently need- 
ed as to Canada’s timber resources 
—knowledge as to the extent of 
these forests, the amount of tim- 
ber in them, the rate of growth and 
all the other particulars which 
must be known®in order to enable 
those in charge to know how much 
timber it is safeto cut without cut- 
ting into the growing stock of the 
forest.

It will pay Canada to take stock 
cf her resources now and use these 
with intelligence and foresight.

WEIGHTCLOCKS WERE KNOWN 
IN TENTH CENTURY. 


The Earliest Time Teller at All 
Conveniently Portable Was the 
\ Dial Ring. 


The invention of clocks has beep 
fathered on different persons, at 
dates varying from before the Chris- 
tian era to tne fourteenth century, 
but to trace precisely the first ap- 
pearance of an instrument at all re- 
sembling the modern clock tower 
and clock were set up in Westmins- 
ter at the expeuse of Chief Justice 
de Hengham, a punishment impos- 
ed upon him for falsifying the record 
of a fine, says the London Globe, 
and weight clocks were known in 
European monastic houses from the 
tenth century onward, but it is very 
doubtful if these possessed a dial 
face and hands; more probably they 
merely caused a bell to sound at 
stated intervals. 

The sand glass can boast an anti- 
quity of rather better than 2,000 


years at least, and though now en- 
,joying an honorable retirement, or 


merely presiding in old fashioned 
kitchens at the boiling of the break- 
fast egg, had formerly a place in 
almost every parish church and 
served to keep the sermon within 
reasonable bounds.

The action of the valves of the 
heart was the original of the iuea 
now if use in valves everywivre, 
from those of a pump tv those of 
a steam engine. Their purpose is 
to regulate the flow of fluids or 
vapors in particular directions and 
to prevent back flow or regurgita- 
thon. 

The valve inthe box of a pump 
prevents the water we have drawn 
up from returning to the well so 
that the next movement of the pump 
handie will send it out of the spout. 
In the case of the heart, says the 
London Illustrated News, we have 
two sets of valves, whose object 


it ig to prevent blood, pumped 
out from each side of the _ heart, 
from returning into the heart's 


cavities. 

There are certain beautiful flap 
valves which fall back to let blood 
enter but which float up on the 
blood, meet in the middle and form 
a perfect temporary partition, pre- 
venting refux. These flaps are pro- 
vided with cords which allew of 
their meeting together, and these 
cords, attached to the wall of the 
heart, pull dowm against the force 
of the blood which would cause 
them to float up too far, and so the 
fluid must spass away by 


THE PROPER CHANNEL. 


Again we have pocketlike valves, 
placed around the great blood ves- 
sels into which blood passes from 
the heart. Imagine three pockets 
set in a circle round the entrance 
to the vessel. The mouths of the 
pockets open away from the heart. 
They allow blood easily to pass to 
them, but when the tendency tv 
back flow occurs the pockets fill 
tensely and their edges meet, and 
so again there is found a tempor- 
ary barrier against regurgitation.

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PREVENTION OF MILK FEVER. 


As the season is approaching 
when tle majority of cows will 
freshen, a word of precaution for 
the prevention of so-called milk 
fever may be seasonable and ser- 
viceable. In the first place, it 
may be said that the commen name 
of the ailment is a misnomer, as 
there is practically no fever ac- 
companying it. It is a partial 
paralysis, and is properly named 
parturient apoplexy, or parturi- 
ent paresis, and is generally the 
result of milking the udder empty 
too soon after calving. It has been 
noticed that, in the case of cows 
calving on the range, where the 
calf does the milking from the first, 
and takes but a liutle at a time for 
the first few days, milk fever is 
unknown. The same is true, as a 
rule, in the case of the beef breeds, 
where the cows are allowed to 
nurse the calves. The content of 
the udder at calving is colostrum, 
a very different substance from 
normal milk, a substance which 1s 
intended by nature for a specific 
purpose—the moving of the bowels 
of the calf—and this, if suddenly 
removed, causes a collapse of the
